Group II: Claims 6-8, drawn to a cell line, classified in class 435, sub< ass 326, 
for example. 

Group III: Claim 9, drawn to a method of making an antibody, classif id in 
class 435, subclass 436, for example. 

Election: 

In compliance with the requirement, Applicants hereby elect to prosecu 5 the 
invention of Group I, claims 1-5 and 10-12, drawn to an antibody, fragments, and 
compositions. 

The Examiner has required restriction between product and method clai as. As 
indicated in the office action, where the applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a 
product claim is subsequently found allowable, withdrawn method claims that depend rom or 
otherwise include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in 
accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 821.04. Method claims that depend from o 
otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a matt r of right. 
Thus, in the event of a rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product cl ims and 
the rejoined method claims with be withdrawn^ and the rejoined method claims will be fully 
examined for patentability.
